following Articles: 


Article 1. To choose a Moderator to preside in 
said Meeting. 


Article 2. To hear the reports of the various Town 
Officers and Committees, and do or act thereon. 


Article 3. To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary for the Town’s use and make appropria- 
tion’ of same. 


‘Article 4. To see if the Town will authorize the 


’ Town Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, 


to borrow money from time to time in anticipation 
of the revenue of the financial year beginning Janu- 
ary 1, 1938, and to issue a note or notes therefor pay- 
able within one year, and to renew any note or notes 
as may be given for a period of less than one year 
in accordance with Section 17, Chapter 44 of the Gen- 
eral Laws, as amended, and pass any vote or take 
any action in relation thereto.

Article 5. To see what action the Town will take 
in regard to any unexpended balances made for spe- 
cial purposes, and of any other funds in the hands 
of the Town Treasurer, 


Article 6. To see if the Town will authorize the 
Board of Assessors, subject to the written authority 
of the Commissioner of Corporations and Taxation, 
to use free cash in the town treasury, and if so, what 
sum, for the purpose of reducing the amount to be 
raised and assessed as‘taxes-in 1938, or pass any vote 
relative thereto. 


‘Article 7. To see what Misposition shall be made 
of the dog money. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will accept contri- 
butions from the Saint Mark’s School and the Fay 
School, and determine what disposition shall be made 
of the same if accepted.

The log at the station has been kept as in the past. 


Standpipes 
The tank on Clear Hill has been painted with three 
coats inside and two coats on the outside. A blow-off 
has been installed at this tank so that it can be drained’ 
without shutting off any water takers. It was also 
necessary to repair the fence around the tank, which 
had been broken by boys. 


No trespassing signs have been wigeed at the three 
tanks.

As it was apparent at the annual town meeting last 
March, that the voters were not ready to consider the 
Article in the Warrant concerning the subject of Zon- 
ing, it was voted to pass over the article, to be brought 
up again at the coming annual meeting in March, 
1938. As a consequence of that disposition, the work 
of this Board for the past year has been the continued 
study of “Zoning’’, and a solution of the best way to 

-get the matter before the public. We find that these. . 
‘are some of the questions which the public asked. ; 


Why these zoning laws? 


The Planning Board came into existénce at a town 
' meeting in 1935. Its first duty was the development 
of a town plan.’ This means zoning. Our town is a 
business, and. no successful business would preteed 
wiehous a plan.. 


x 
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_Why should this by-law seem complicated? 


The by-law may seem complicated, but it is neces- 
sary for it to be so. By-laws must be written in legal 
language to secure the approval of the Attorney Gen- 
eral.

Does this zoning by-law interfere wy any existing 
conditions? : 


No. This by-law makes no change in the present 
use of any property. These laws are intended to se- . 
cure the best development of the town. 


Have other towns found it desirable to have zoning 
laws? 


Yes. In the Commonwealth of Massachusetts there 
are 132 official planning boards; thirty-six cities, and 
ninety-six towns. These towns include towns as large - 
as Brookline, and as small’as Carlisle. 


How do these zoning laws benefit the individual 
property owner? 


The value of his’ property will be increased. It will 
be, protected from harmful use of neighboring prop- 
erty. Real Estate Agents agree that the values oi 
properties in cities and towns are increased because 
of zoning. 


Why does Southborough, already a beautiful town, 
need a zoning law? 


In order that the ‘present advantages and beauty 
may be retained, and that the development in the fu- 
ture may lead to further improvement. 


‘ 
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A Brief Review.of the Proposed Zoning By-Law. 


‘The purpose of this by-law is to make living in this 
town as satisfactory as possible to all of the citizens. 
‘To do this, the town is divided into three districts, 
called Single Residence, Business, and Industrial 
Zones. Each district allows a number of specified ac- 
tivities to exist, according to the purpose of the dis- 
‘trict. No present uses or activities in any of the three 
districts are in any way influenced by this by-law, nor 
will they be if they continue to exist as at present. In 
the future, new activities in the districts will be regu- 
lated by the by-law. To carry out these regulations 
for the best interests of all concerned, a Building In- | 
spector is provided. Any one wishing to engage in a 
new activity in any of these districts would secure a 
permit from him. A Board of Appeals is established 
to hear the complaints of those who wish to appear be- 
fore them. This Board of Appeals has ‘power to make 
cecisions which are exceptions to the by-laws.

' The total Old Age Assistance cases have increasect 
in number in the past two years 103%. The Board of 
Public Welfare has this year been obliged to pay out 
of its appropriations for Old Age Assistance and Pub- 
lic Welfare $3,753.15 for people residing in this Town, 
but whose-settlement is elsewhere. This, of course, is 


‘returnable. 


The cost of Hospitalization and Medical Attendance 
has this year been extremely high for people depend- 
ent on the Welfare Department. 

In addition to administering our own funds we have. 
again this year done all of the certifying for the W. 
P.A. and at the end of the year there were twenty 


_ men working on W.P.A. projects. In addition to our 


own appropriation, the Government has spent approx- 
imately $7,000.00 on W.P.A. payrolls in Southborough 
during 1937 and has donated about $2,200.00 worth 
of clothes and food. 

All monies for bills which have been rendered and 
are due this Town are in the Treasury withthe excep- 
tion of a very few, which are under investigation and 
which will be paid in due time in full or in part as de- 
termined.

Several students of high school age plan- 
ning for higher education took advantage of this Clin- 
ic, due to the fact that this immunization is now an 
entrance requirement in many of our colleges. 


Nine visits of inspection of cesspools and sewerage 
systems throughout the Town were made,—some in 
co-operation with the Inspector from the Metropolitan 
Water Commission for this District. 


Many cesspools were found to be in very neglected 
and unsanitary condition and were ordered rebuilt, 
while in some cases new cesspools were ordered dug,

Many complaints and comments have been received 
from out-of-town visitors as to the poor condition of 
the lighting of the both halls, especially when suppers 
and whist parties are held. The present fixtures are 
the original ones installed at the time the building 
was first built, but are obsolete today. In regards to 
the lighting and cost of new fixtures, I have had two 
electricians inspect the building, and their figures av- 
erage a cost of $80.00 for the upper hall, and $25.00 
for the lower hall. 


This extra expense of lighting could be very well 
taken care of in the course of one year by a minimum 
charge for privileges now enjoyed free. 


We also have a considerable amount of water in the 
basement after every rain caused by poor drainage 
around the building, as the surrounding ground in- 
clines toward the building instead of away from it. 
This can be remedied by the building of concrete 
drains or troughs from each water conductor to the 
street at a cost of about $20.00 or $5.00 each for four 
conductors. Also the water system in the basement 
is decaying very fast from rust and should be inspect- 
ed and repaired and new installations where required. 
T have had to repair two breaks recently caused by the 
galvanized pipe eaten away at the joints. As our 
steam. heating system is part of the water system, re- 
pairs should be made. 


In explanation of fhe increased amount asked for 
in this year’s budget: .

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The extra amount of coal required is caused by more 
. activities at the halls in the past two years than in pre- 
' vious years: . 
. 1935 we used 16 tons 

1936 we used 18 tons 

1937 we used 18 tons. 
and will require about two tons more to carry through 
the year. 


The additional amount of $50.00 per year asked for 
the Janitor does not in any way compensate him for. 
the number of additional hours he has had to put in 
since the increased use of the building in the past two 
vears. 


Repairs on piano are needed very bad, as the strings 
of the piano are beginning to give away with rust, and 
numerous small parts on keyboard have to be renewed. 


Repairs on door of lower hall were caused by rough 
usage in opening of door. It requires a large brass 
plate at top and an automatic stop to prevent door 
going back too far when opened. 


The allowance for Fayville Hall, for 1937, was $1,- 
155.00. A deduction was made of $400.00, for the 
fire department, leaving a ‘balance of $755.00, for. 
maintenance and repairs.

As is well known all W.P.A. Projects in the town 
were ordered closed in June by the Regional Director 


with the exception of the unfinished project connect- eat 


ed with the Rural Cemetery. 4

Sir: 


In accordance with your instructions, I have made 
an audit of the books and accounts of the town .of 
Southborough for the period from May 17, 1934, the 
date of the previous audit, to July 7, 1937, and sub- 
> mit the following report thereon: 


The financial transactions as recorded on the books 
of the several departments receiving money for the 
town, or committing bills for collection, were exam- 
- ined and reconciled with the nooks and records of the. 
: accountants s office. 


The books and accounts in the town accountant’s 
office were examined and checked in detail. The re- 
corded receipts were verified by a comparison with 
the treasurer’s books and, with the records in the sev- 
eral departments making the original charges. The 
_ disbursements were checked with the warrants au,. 
thorizing the treasurer to disburse town funds and 
with the payments:as shown by the treasurer’s books. 
Approved vouchers and pay-rolls were examined and 
checked with the books of original entry, and the re- 
corded appropriations and transfers voted by the 
town were verified by a comparison with the town 
clerk’s records of town meetings. 
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The general and appropriation ledgers were an- 
alyzed, and a balance sheet, showing the financial! 
condition of the town as of July 7, 1937, was prepared 
and is appended to this report. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were 
examined and checked in detail. The recorded re- 
ceipts were analyzed and compared with the collec- 
tor’s records of payments to the treasurer, with the, 
records in the several departments in which charges 
originated or in which money was collected for the 
town, and with the other sources from which money ‘ 
was paid into the town treasury. The recorded dis- 
bursements were compared with the warrants author- 
izing the treasurer to disburse town fund and with the 
accountant’s books. 


The cash book was footed, and the cash balance on 
July 7, 1937, was verified by a reconciliation of the 
bank balance with a statement furnished by the bank 
of deposit and by examination of the savings bank 
books. 


The payments on account of debt and interest were 
checked with the amounts falling due and with the 
cancelled securities on file. 


The savings bank books and securities representing 
the investments of the trust funds in the custody of 
the treasurer were examined and listed, the income 
being proved and the withdrawals verified. 


The tax title deeds on hand were examined and list- 
ed the amounts transferred from the several tax lev- 
ies to the tax title account being verified. 
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The books and accounts of the tax collector were 
examined and checked. The commitments of taxes 
were compared with the warrants issued by the board 
of assessors, the recorded abatements, were checked 
with the assessors’ records of abatements granted; the 
recorded collections were checked with the payments 
to the treasurer as shown on the treasurer’s and the 
accountant’s books, and the outstanding: accounts were 
listed and proved. 


Verification of the outstanding taxes ‘was made by 
sending notices to a number of persons whose names 
appeared on the books as. owing money to the town, 
_and from the replies received jt appears that the ac- 
counts, as listed, are correct. 


Schedules showing summaries of the accounts com- 
mitted to the collector ‘are appended to this report. 


The financial records of the town clerk were exam- 


ined and checked.in detail. The records of licenses a 


granted were compared with the records of licenses 
issued, and the receipts on account of licenses and per- 
mits were checked and proved. The recorded pay- 
ments to the treasurer were verified by a comparison 
with the treasurer’s books. = 


The collections on account of sporting licenses is- 
sued were ,verified and compared with the amounts 
paid to the Division of Fisheries and Game. l 


The commitments of charges for the rental of mu- 
nicipal buildings were checked and verified, and the 
recorded receipts were proves with the payments to 
the treasurer. 
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In addition to the departments mentioned, the books 
and accounts of the sealer of weights and measures, 
and of the health, highway, public welfare, school, 
library, and water departments, were examined and 
checked, and the payments to the treasurer were veri- 
fied. 


The surety bonds of the treasurer, collector, and 
town clerk for the faithful performance of their duties 
were examined and found to be in proper form. 


In addition to the balance sheet and summaries of. 
the tax accounts previously mentioned, there are ap- 
pended to this report tables showing a reconciliation 
of the treasurer’s cash, summaries of the department- 
al accounts, together with tables showing the trust 
fund transactions. 


For the courtesies extended by’ the various town of-. 
ficials during the progress of the audit, I wish, on be- 
half of my assistants and for myself, to express ap- 
preciation. é -

“Iu Memoriam 
CHARLES EDWARD BAGLEY 
OCTOBER 19,1885 — JUNE 20, 1937 
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On June 20th, Mr. Charles E. Bagley, who had been 

Town Accountant for 26 years, passed away, follow- 
ing a short illness. It seems fitting that in closing 
this report that a brief tribute given to his memory 
at the time of his death be herewith incorporated: 

“In trying to estimate the life of Mr. Charles E 
Bagley one is impressed by its fullness and its ade- 
qguacy. In estimating the lives of our departed friends 
cne has to give voice to their reputation and we can 
serve them best by giving a fair estimate of er 
earthly lives and of their character. 


“Even as a living man can serve another living man 
by a jealous guarding of his name, so can-a jiving man 
" serve his dead friend by so setting forth ‘and summing 
up his career, the issue of his mind and heart, as to- 
give to those who knew him a still deeper apprecia- 
tion and to the stranger a just rating of a strong life. 
In this spirit I shall attempt to speak of him who has 
just gone into another country. 


“TI frankly confess my inadequacy. Charles E. Bag- 
ley was not the type of man concerning whom judg- 
ment could be formed in a moment or in a day. To 
speak of him in terms of general human nature would 
not suffice. His individuality was ‘distinct and no one 
could represent him now who did not know him well. 
At my first meeting with him I was deeply impressed 
by the one outstanding characteristic of his life, that 
of Reality. He was genuine. When he expressed 
himself the expression was true. He did not know 
how to play a part. 
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“Those who have been closest to him will tell you 
that he was always real. He could not brook pre- 
tense. God’s primal law must ‘insist upon sincerity 
and our friend had in a full degree that virtue which 
was the very source and foundation of his character. 
As a town official few men’ have given as much as he 
to the town. He guarded the town interests zealously. 
For twenty-six years he served the town of Southbor- 
ough as town auditor and by this service demonstrated 
outstanding efficiency as a public servant. 


. “He gave unselfishly of his time and talents, and 


no little credit for the good name the town enjoys | 


among municipalities is due to the untiring effort and 
interest he put forth for its benefit. In all civic af- 
fairs his judgment was sought and always found to be 
sound. He was a man of sterling character with a 
kindly and sympathetic nature. He understood peo- 
ple and by his understanding endeared himself to the 
hearts of all in the community in which he lived. He 
was a Man among men. 


“Ability and integrity were so in-grained into his 
character that his spoken word on any subject com- 
manded instant respect. To the people of Southbor- 
ough his memory will ever be revered for his under- 
standing humaneness, his integrity, and for his faith- 
ful and devoted service to the town. 


“Charles E. Bagley was a home man. He was de- 
voted to everything about it. He was an exemplary 
husband and a good father. It is a great consolation 
to say that Mr. Bagley had, too, the characteristics of 
spirituality. By this I do not mean that he was ever 
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noisy or effusive in his religious life. He could not 
have been that and still have been true to himself. [| 
do mean that behind the world with which he had 
daily contact he had an abiding and infinite faith in 
the Master of mankind. Herein is the comfort of his _ 
wife, daughter, sister, brother and friend. 


“When death arrives, the character of the depart- 
ed is the. consolation of those endeared to him through 
life. In the vigor of middle life and at the end of a 
full day’s work, Charles E. Bagley ‘fel] asleep’ and in 
his sleep he has travelled on from earth awaking to 
a morning of sunshine in the nearer and better coun- 
try of the Master.” .

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REPORT OF PRINCIPAL OF PETERS’ HIGH 
SCHOOL 


To Mr. Henry G. Blount, Superintendent of Schools, 
Southborough, Massachusetts. 


I hereby submit my report for the year ending De- 
cember 31, 1937. 


The enrollment for the High School, as of October 


1. 1937, is as follows: 


Grade VII 18° Grade X 34 
Grade VIII 23 Grade XI 31 
Grade IX 26 Grade XII 21 


Below are some of the aims and objectives of‘some 
of the courses offered in our school. 


ENGLISH: The contract plan of assignment has 
been tried this year in Sophomore English. A type- 
written .plan is given to each pupil at the beginning 
of a period or unit of work. First are listed the min- 
imum requirements made of all pupils, then the addi- 
tional projects which may .be done for more credit. 
No work is accepted for credit until it is satisfactory, 
but any piece of work may be corrected and revised 
until it meets requirements. Included are oral and 
written compositions, a passing average on tests and 
daily recitations, reading of selections in our text on 
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‘American literature, outside reading and research. 
Opportunity for the development of individual talent 
is found in the illustrations, models, and graphs sug- 
gested. Original ideas are especially encouraged. 
The pupils appear to like the plan because they know 
definitely what is expected of them, they may choose 
their own time for completion of each project within 
stated limits, and they have great freedom in choice 
of subjects for research and composition. 


DOMESTIC SCIENCE: Grades VI, VUI, IX. 


Genera] Aims in Clothing: 


A. To develop a knowledge and liking for sewing, 
to enable the girl to be helpful in the home and to 
improve her personal appearance at moderate cost. 


B. To teach use of sewing machine and its care. 


C. To develop judgment in‘ choice of color, fabric, 
and workmanship in dress, and to choose dress suit- 
able to individual, the use, the income, the climate. 


D. To develop an appreciation of care and repair 
of clothing. 


The above general aims are accomplished by teach- 
ing Grade VII the fundamental constructive stitches 
and having them make an article by hand. Next they 
learn to sew on the machine and make a problem using 
constructive stitches and the machine. 


That all leads up to the preparation of the required 
number of five problems to be constructed in each 
grade each year. The choice of problems is made 
by pupil and parent according to individual needs. 
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GRADES VII, VII, IX. 


General Aims in Cooking: 


A. To give an understanding of the need and uses 
of foods in the body and to develop good eating habits. 


B. To develop judgment in selection of foods in 
relation to health through preparation and service of 
meals planned on a health basis. 


C. To teach economy in expenditure of money for 
foods. 


D. To give some skill in preparation of foods and 
to interest girls.in practicing at home. 


E. To give an appreciation of orderly table arrange- 
ment and service and a desire for good table manners. 


These aims are accomplished by teaching in units. 


The Breakfast, School Lunch, Simple and Hearty 
Luncheon, and Simple and Hearty Supper. Special 
lessons are taught in celebration of holidays and in 
planning parties. 


MANUAL TRAINING: More and more we are com- 
ing to realize that regardless of one’s occupation, con- 
ditions have shortened working hours and in turn have 
added to our leisure time. It is for the intelligent use 
of this leisure which the Manual Training course of 
today strives to prepare the adolescent youth. It aims, 
primarily, not to make skillful craftsmen of the boys 
in any one art or craft, but to have an appreciation of 
these arts, by vividly showing the young student the 
problems that confront the large number in our pop- 
ulation who perform manual work. 
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The activities of the shop include Mechanical Draw- 
ing, making of projects with bench tools, lathe turn- 
ing, shop notebook work, and miscellaneous repairing. 
Through making working drawings the boys learn to 
understand plans and blueprints of projects, which 


they would like to make, either at school or in their - 


home workshops. So often this experience proves in- 
valuable to the individual as a consumer in the selec- 
tion ‘of industrial products. : 


The problem of selecting a project to make is an 
important one for the boys. They are encouraged. to 
choose those which will challenge their best effort, 
initiative and ability. Parents will furnish much in- 


spiration to the young workman if they, by their son’s 


confidence, are allowed a voice in the selection of the 
project. An important consideration is the utilitarian 
value of the finished project in the home, where it 
may take'a permanent place, having been made to 
harmonize with other furnishings in finish and design. 


Too often, however, the value of the shop course is 
judged solely by the projects which are produced by 
the students. The knowledge in the form of related 
information which is gained from the shop course 
should not be minimized. Materials of industry, their 

. source, manufacture and use in industry, are studied 
and recorded in individual notebooks, kept by the 
students. Many other interesting articles pertaining 
to shop hints and household repairs are also collected, 
thus forming a wealth of information to which the 
student will wish to refer often, even after his Man- 
ual Training course is over, the prime objectives of 
which are to develop a maximum of handy-man abil-

ities, supply a sufficient amount of general informa- 
tion, and afford training of vocational value for those 
who will enter industry. 


LATIN: Objectives in Latin. 


There are two classes of objectives in the study of 
Latin: 


I. Immediate objectives have to do with the pro- 
gressive development of the power to read and under- 
stand Latin by an increasing mastery of forms, syntax, 
and vocabulary. 


II. Ultimate objectives, which develop from the at-~ 
tainment of the immediate objectives, are: increased 
abilities in the use of English, in learning and using 
foreign languages other than Latin, and in the de- 
velopment of a richer historical and cultural back- 
ground, and in the development of certain men- 
tal habits, such as, logical thinking, sustained atten- 
tion, accuracy, and perserverance in the face of diffi- 
culties, 


COMMERCIAL SUBJECTS: In addition to their 
regular texts, the stenography students have the use’ 
of a shorthand magazine, “The Gregg Writer’. This 
contains articles in longhand and shorthand which 
are used in the course. Besides these, there are vari- 
ous tests, satisfactory completion of which entitles the 
students to.an award. The tests are submitted to the 
magazine and then the award, a certificate or a pin, is 
given. 
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The students work for these awards, knowing that 
a written statement of their ability is of more value 
than simply their word that they can accomplish a 
certain result quickly, accurately and artistically. The 
standards set range form 90% to 100% accuracy. ° 


‘The shorthand students try for the following: Order 
of Gregg Artists Certificate, Complete Theory Certi- 
ficate, and 60-, 80-, and 100-word Transcription Certi- 
ficates. The typing students work for: Order of Ar- 
tistic Typists Certificate, and Competent nee Cer- 
tificates and Pins for speed. 


This.year we have adopted the Ditto Practice Les- 
“sons in American History, General Science, Algebra, 
Geometry and Physics. The American History Prac- 
tice Books are used as basic material while the Gen- 
eral Science Practice books are used as supplementary 
material. 


1. The Practice. Lessons are very useful for class 
work and especially for definite guidance in study 
periods. 


2. They are of the sort to stimulate the pupils’ in- 
terest, for which they can find material in their own 
_textbooks and in available reference books. 


3. The exercises are varied and thought-provoking. 


4. They offer opportunity for differentiation of the 
assignment for pupils of varied abilities such as are 
found in a normal group. 


5. It is an advantage in history to have blank maps 
provided. Otherwise time is wasted in tracing them, 
a8 map study is a necessity. 


re 
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In Algebra, Geometry and Physics the Practice Les- 
sons are used as supplementary work for our text 
books, and for drill work in Algebra. 


The teachers are conscientious and faithful and 
strive to impress upon the pupils the need for regular 
and well prepared work. 


In conclusion, I wish to express to the teachers my 
_appreciation for their cooperation and loyalty, the 
Superintendent, for his many constructive ideas, and 
the School Committee, for its support.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF ART

Dear Sir: 


I herewith submit my annual report of the art work 
in the Southborough Public Schools. 


With the regular art work, the past year, we have 
engaged in various activities which supplemented the 
units in history, geography and health. 


One of the most interesting of the above activities 
was a trip to a foreign country, which combined units 
in geography with spelling, language, writing and 
arithmetic. They chose a country, then wrote travel 
agencies for information of tours to the chosen place. 
Sample passports were made out. The plans for the 
necessary wardrobe, trip on bus, train, air liner or 
boat, all, added to the accurate note of expenditures 
for the tour, made for a very interesting illustrated 
booklet. A similar project in another class was a 
bus or auto trip somewhere in the United States. This 
group visited industrial plants, points of historical in- 
terest, and places where raw products were found or 
grown. 


Sand tables, depicting Indian life, Dutch customs, 
the Northland, the Western frontier, and life along the 
Nile, were among the types of hand work. 


‘ 
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Posters were made by the various grades. These 
included such subjects as Mexico, Holland, Japan, 
Dumb Animals, and Better Homes in conjunction with 
the National Better Homes Campaign. 


Friezes or panels carried out the unit plan in Haale 
history, and geography. ; 


A route map. was planned and interestingly devel- 
oped. The school was used as a central point and 
each child drew his-home and route to school on this 
large map. Along with this the children made large 
pictures of their home and in some instances carried 
it on to a simple form of interior decoration. 


‘One group made large portfolios for their work. 
These offered an excellent opportunity for following 
directories and learning a simple form of book bind- 
ing. . 

It is interesting to note the added value of art in 
the school program of today. It is used in some torm 
in practically every department. 


I certainly appreciate the interest and help of the 
teachers. They are always very willing and eager ‘to 
undertake any activity which will be beneficial’ to the 
pupil. ? 

May I extend my ‘thanks to the Superintendent and 
School Committee for their cooperation and assistance 
in all matters pertaining to the department.

A Diphtheria Prevention Clinic, sponsored by the 
Board of Health, was held, beginning May 11, 1937. 
Two hundred and thirty-one children were immun- 
ized. This will prevent any outbreak of diphtheria 
for some time. 
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Dr. Folsom held a Pre-school Clinic, June 15, 1937. 
Twenty-four children were examined and many of 
their physical defects were corrected before school 
opened in September. School is so much easier when 
the child is in perfect. health. 

The annual Tuberculosis Clinic was held September 
27, 1937. There was eighty percent attendance and 
no tuberculosis found. 


On September .21, 1937, the State Dept. of Public 
Health conducted an Ear Clinic, the pupils’ hearing 
being tested by an audiometer. Twelve were found 
to be partially deaf and nine are under treatment. 


Dr. Folsom and Dr. Webster have completed their 
annual examinations. Dr. Webster found some im- 
provement in the condition of the pupils’ teeth. Their 
general health was good. A number had had tonsil- 
lectomies with resulting improvement in health. 


There is a keener interest among parents in keeping | 


their children physically fit.

We owe sincere thanks to those who have the chil- 
dren’s interest at ‘heart and help in many ways by 
giving cod liver oil, getting needed glasses and secur- 
ing treatments for diseased tonsils, ear troubles, etc.

To the Citizens of Southborough: 


1. For 1936, the amount which was set aside in the 
Reserve Fund was $3.000.00—a decrease of $1,000.00 
from the amount which was set aside in 1935. As the 
Town Accountant’s report shows, the amount which 
was transferred from the Fund to various Depart- 
ments was $2,784.31, leaving a: balance of $215.69. 
This was a larger amount than the Committee had 
hoped that it would need to transfer as a total, but in 
justice to the several Departments to which the trans- 
fers were made, it should. be noted that they were the 
result of contingencies which, for the most part, the 
heads of these Departments could not have foreseen. 

Be ‘Again, ‘and for those to. whom it may not be clear, 
thé Advisory Committee submits a tabulation to show 
for the preceding year (1936), (1) the amounts which 
were expended by certain Departments; (2) income 
which would be credited to those departments were 
- it legal, but instead has been placed in the general 
tr easury 5 (3) the net cost to the Town.

The above is by no means an all-inclusive list, but 
it shows with respect to those Departments for which, 
as a rule, there are. comparatively large appropria- 
tions, the difference between the gross and what is, in 
reality, the net cost to the Town.

fect that the purchase by a Department of the Town, 
of such articles as brooms, brushes, furniture, cloth- 
ing, boots, shoes, ash-cans and other metalware, must 
be from the Department--of-Correction. If, however, 
such articles are not available there, then a certificate 
from the Commissioner must be secured, permitting 
the purchase of the articles elsewhere. Also by re- 


. quest of the Town Accountant, the Committee wishes 


to call particular attention to its recommendation of 
last year and the year before, viz. that every Depart- 
ment which renders a bill to the State, as well as to 
a city or a town, should send a copy thereof to the 
Accountant, at the time of rendering the bill, tO) tee 
he may be fully informed. 


4. In the concluding paragraph of its report of last 
year, the Advisory Committee noted that there was 
a good possibility that the owner of real estate would 
enjoy some measure of relief through a lower tax rate 
in 1936. This proved to be true, for, as is well known, 
there was a reduction amounting to $2.90 per $1,000.00 
of valuation. While the Committee had hoped that 
in 1937, there would be another reduction, it is now | 
of the opinion that there will not be. Indeed, as it 
sees the situation today, (although it does not know 
the amount of the tax which the Town must pay to 
the State, or the amount of the estimated income to 
the Town), the Committee believes that the rate in 
1937 may be somewhat higher than it was a year ago. 
For a study of the items under Article 3, will show 
few where the recommendations for 1937 are less than 
the amounts which were spent in 1936, and several 
where the requests and recommendations for this year 
are, of necessity, decidedly larger than for last year, 
the reason therefor being the need, for example, of 
new equipment to replace old, of repairs to buildings,
